mOORSEMENT PLANK HAS BEEN PREPARED 


b-Committee on Resolutions Passed 
on It Late Last Night—Conven- 
tion is Harmonious. 


Buffalo, N. Y., September 16.—The demo- 
eratic convention held a session of just one 
hour and eighteen minutes today and ad- 
journed until tomorrow morning without 
effecting a permanent organization. It was 
free silver from the moment ex-Senator 
ghomas E. Grady took the gavel as tempo- 
rary chairman. 

His first utterances in favor of Bryan and 
gewall and the restoration of silver were 
greeted with tumultuous applause, which 
showed plainly where the convention will 
gtand. 

Later on a resolution indorsing Bryan and 
Sewall and the Chicago platform, offered 
by J. W. Ridgway, of Kings, was greeted 
with cheers, but under the rules was re- 
ferred without action to the committee on 
resolutions. The latter body put in several 
hours’ work and agreed to present a plat- 
form tomorrow which will indorse the 
Chicago platform as a whole and pledge the 
support of the democracy of the state to the 
Bryan and Sewall ticket. Thomas Ryan, 
ex-Mayor of Syracuse, seems to be the most 
prominent running mate for Thacher in 
sight. 

The convention is one of the quietest and 
most orderly that the democrats of the 
state have held in recent years. Not evena 
band was present at the session today. 
About 3,000 people were in attendance. The 
committees practically completed = their 
work this evening and it is expected that 
one session tomorrow will be sufficient for 
the adoption of the platform and the nam- 
ing of a ticket 
Ex-Congressman H. H. Rockwell, of E!- 
mira, an original silver man, will be perma- 
nent chairman. Lewis W. Pratt, an office 
holder under President Clevelanc, will pre- 
sent the name of John Boyd Thacher for 
governor. 

Congressman William Sulzer’s name may 
be presented, but there will probably be no 
others. No fight over platform or nomina- 
tions is expected and the convention will 
fall far shore of being the exciting affair 
that was promised by the leaders.

Convention Is Called to Order. 

James W. Hinckley, chairman of the state 
committee, called the convention to order 
at 12:20, and announced that the state com- 
Mittee had selected Thomas F. Grady, of 
New York, for temporary chairman. 

The chair appointed Norman E. Mack, of 
Buffalo, and Norton Chase, of Albany, to 
corduct the senator to the platform. 

Mr. Grady started in at once with his ad- 
dress and soon roused hearty applause. 

The selection of the committees followed. 

H. H. Rockwell offered a resolution that 
a committee be appointed by congressional 
districts to report to the convention an elec- 
toral state ticket, comprising two electors 
at large and two electors from each of the 
thirty-four congressional Gistricts. This wa§ 
adopted.

NAMED SARGENT FOR GOVERNOR 


Connecticut Democrats Nominate a 
Full State Ticket. 

»-New Hoven, Conn., September 16.—The 
démocratic state convention came to order 
at 10:50 o'clock this morning with nearly 
every delegate in his seat. 

Chairman Davis opened the business of 
the convention by ordering the reading of 
the lists of committees on organization, 
credentials and resolutions. He then intro- 
duced William Kennedy, of Naugatuck, as 
chairman of the convention, who delivered 
an address. . 

Alexander Troup moved that a committee 
be appointed to confer with a committee 
of the people's party, the object being that 
the Jatter party secure representation on 
the electoral ticket. This was carried, the 
committee was appointed and the conven- 
tion adjourned until 1 o'clock. 

The convention reassembled at 1:15 
o'clock and spent half an hour in appoint- 
ing committees on rules, campaign clubs 
and distribution of literature. The commit- 
tee on ogranization reported making the 
temporary organization permanent. Judge 
L. N. Blydenburg then read the platform 
which was an unreserved indorsemént of 
the Chicago platform. 

The resolutions were adopted as read with 
cheers.

RIGHT OF SPEECH WAS DENIED. 


Silver Orator Arrested by Police and a 
Riot Averted. 

Cleveland, O., September 16,—There is an 
old ordinance here requiring persons to get 
permission before makinz public speeches 
on the public property, but it has never 
been enforced. 

Yesterday Howard Dennis was making a 
free silver spetch from a stand in the 
square when a policeman ordered him to 
desist. Dennis was placed under arrest. 
Immediately a thousand men shouted: 

“Come on and tear down the log cabin!” 

From the cabin floats a banner advertis- 
ing a McKinley excursion to Canton. 
Prompt action by the police saved the cabin 
from destruction. 

After the arrest of Dennis the log cabin 
part of the square was jammed with ex- 
cited populace. Threats of all kinds were 
heard, and the police were kept busy main- 
taining order. Four or five hundred 
men shouting they desired the 
right of free speech moved towards 
the city hall. The crowd did not 
stand on ceremony, but bolted into the 
mayor's office. The mayor was not in and 
a Cozen leaders, headed by Colonel W. 8. 
Lipps, ran to see Director of Police Abbott. 
Lipps, pale with rage, demanded to know 
by whose order Dennis had been arrested. 
Abbott replied: 

“T understand he was making an incen- 
diary speech.”’ 

“He was not!’’ shouted Lipps. 

Abbott tried to pacify them, but they 
returned to the square vowing they would 
fight for their rights if necessary. When

was held and there local labor leaders and 
free silver men attempted to address the 
crowd and were arrested. Mayor McKissen 
appeared and was hissed. He begged for 
a hearing, and when quiet was restored, 
he said the police had exceeded their au- 
thority and that he would see that the 
men were released, and in future whoever 
saw fit to speak from the stand would be 
protected in his right of free speech.

KNOXVILLE WELCOMES HIM 


Democratic Crowds Cheer Him on His 
Way Along the Line. 


GREAT RECEPTION ACCORDED AT ASHEVILLE 


Nebraskan Speaks to an Audience of 
20,000 Persons—Slept at Char- 
lotte Last Night. 


Knoxville, Tenn., September = 16.—Mr. 
Bryan was arising at 7 o’clock when a re- 
ception committee of twenty-five Knoxville 
delegates boarded the train at Oliver 
Springs. Hon. J. W. Sneed headed the com- 
mittee. Two hundred members of the Oli- 
ver Springs Silver club also boarded the 
train and accompanied Mr. Bryan to Knox- 
ville. 

At Clifton Mr. Bryan had just told the 
crowd that he never neglected the oppor- 
tunity to let the people hear a free speech, 
when his train started. ‘‘But you won't 
hear this one,”” he added, as the rear car 
drew rapidly away. 

Knoxville is the seat of republicanism in 
eastern Tennessee, but its streets were 
crowded with people this morning to see 
the democratic nominee. The train on 
which ‘Mr. Bryan made the journey from 
Lexington, Ky., reached the 
railway station at 8:30 a. m. 

Excursion trains from all the surround- 
ing districts had brought in carloads of 
farmers to swell the crowds of Knoxville 
people who thronged the streets. Es- 
corted by the reception committee, Mr. 
Bryan was conveyed to a stand erected in 
front of the courthouse, Here he wasrin- 
troduced by ex-Governor Robert L. Taylor. 
On the stand were Chief Justice Snodgrass 
Caldwell, McAlly and 
Wilkes, of the supreme court of Tennessee, 
and Judge Clark, of the United States dis- 
trict court. 

A crowd that approached in size the great 
gathering assembled by Mr. Bryan yester- 
day at Lexington greeted the nominee at 
the courthouse. Estimates of the size of 
the concourse crowded into court square 
ran as high as 20,000. Mr. Bryan was loud- 
ly cheered and his speech was frequently 
applauded. He said: 

“It gives me great pleasure to meet the 
people of East Tennessee, who have assem- 
bid here in such great numbers. I am sure 
that when I speak for an independent finan- 
cial policy my words will strike a responsive 
cherd in the'‘hearts of these mountain peo- 
ple, because the mountain people of the 
world have always been friends of inde- 
pendence and liberty. You can find among 
tiem those who are confident in their 
strength and who, therefore, are not willing 
to bow the head or bend thé Knee to the 
oppressor. I come to you as a representa- 
tive of a principle paramount in this cam- 
paign. It is the right of 70,000,000 people to 
have just the kind of financial system that 
they want, whether any foreign  na- 
tions help to have it or are willing for us 
to have it. (Great applause.) 

‘In this campaign, es never before in 
this country, have the lines been drawn be- 
who believe in the possibili- 
ties of America aad those who believe itn 
abject dependence upon foreign nations; 
and if this nation is not great enough to 
have a financial policy of its own, it Ought 
to annex itself to some power that is great 
enough to take care of our people. (Ap- 
plause.) Against the maintenance of a 
gold standard for one year, or forever, the 
democratic party has arrayed itself. We 
are opposed to a gold standard. We have 
declared an honorable opposition to it. We 
have commenced a war of extermination 
against it, a war that will not cease while 
is any party or any considerable 
of men who are attempting to 
fasten this foreign yoKe upon an inde- 
pendent people. (Applause.)

WARRENIS CAPTURED 


Negro Thought To Be the Rapist Was 
Caught Yesterday. 


People Stirred to the Highest Pitch of 
Indignation, 


THREAT TO BURN HIM PROBABLY CARRIED OUT 


EEE 


Swear To Avenge the Horrible Crime 
Committed in Randolph County 
Last Monday. 


Cuthbert, Ga., September 17.-3 a. m.— 
(Special.)—Lum Warren, the negro who so 
brutally assaulted Mrs. John Bass, the 
wife of a well-known farmer, at her home 
some miles from this town, has probably 
been captured, and by this hour his body 
may have been consumed at a stake placed 
at the scene of the terrible crime. 

All yesterday and last night this county 
and those adjacent have been shaken with 
the wildest excitement. Reserved men, 
who would hold aloof from the thought of 
lynching, have been stirred to the highest 
pitch of indignation, and everywhere the 
country has been alive with bands of d>- 
termined men who wished to avenge the 
horrible deed. 

The negro supposed to be Warren was 
captured yesterday morning. He wasin the 
deep recesses of Chickawatchie swamp, 
where he had taken refuge. Two farmers, 
who were with a posse which had been 
hunting for the negro since the deed, came 
upon him in his hiding place and placed 
him under immediate arrest. The negro at 
first refused to move, but two rifles were 
quickly held at his head, and he was 
marched out to the open ground. 

The news spread rapidly. It became 
known in this town that the man had been 
captured and vehicles of all descriptions 
were put in use. The posse were hurrying 
with the prisoner in the direction of the 
Bass home. Some wished to lynch him 
On the spot, but the advice of cooler heads 
prevailed and it was decided to await his 
identification. 

There seems to be no doubt but it is the 
negro who committed the horrible crime. 
Preparations were made late in the night 
to have him cremated. The last heard of 
the man was when a posse took him very 
late in the night in the direction of the 
crime. Nothing has been heard from the 
scene since midnight, but there is no doubt 
that the negro was lynched, and if 
the decision of the crowd held out he was 
burned at the stake. 

Description of Warren, 

Warren is a dark ginger cake negro, 
about twenty-eight years old, weighs about 
100 or 170 pounds, about six feet high, wears 
No. 10 shoe, has long face, white front 
teeth, rather broad, fark eyes with rather 
weak expressiég; slewGer build, with very 
broad shoulders, walks erect with head 
well up.

TRIAL MUST PROCEED 


Judge Refuses a Continuance in the 
Ryder Case. 


JURORS HAVE BEEN DRAWN 


It Will Be Several Days Before a Jury 
Is Selected.

Talbotton, Ga., September 16.—(Special.)— 
The Ryder case opened this morning with 
more than usual interest. The question of 
continuance was the vital question of the 
hour. The question was in the minds of 
all, shall the courts always be the means 
of delaying the law? 

More than the usual number of 
were present this morning. 
were there as witnesses, but neither they 
nor the counsel knew what they were ex- 
pected to testify. 

Among these were Mrs. Owen and 
Lizzie May—the mother and sister of the 
deceased. On the left, sitting among the 
attorneys and near the prisoner's seat, were 
Dr. Ryder’s mother and his sister, Mrs. 
McCarthy, accompanied by two or three 
lady friends, and Professor Ryder. 

The state -introduced an affidavit 
Mrs. Addie Stinson saying that she would 
not*swear to the things stated in Dr. Ry- 
der’s affidavit. 

The defense insisted upon a continuance 
and claimed that in the absence of the 
brothers and physician of the accused a 
trial should not be had. 

The court held that as the affidavits of 
physicians had been made four days ago, 
he had decided to wire those physicians and 
find if those could leave their wives 
now.

Havana, September 16, via Key West, 
Fla.,. September &.—The money question 
is the all-absorbing topic of the hour. 
Ever since General Weyler issued his fa- 
mous decree ordering the Spanish bank's 
paper money to be accepted at par with 
gold it was foreseen that serious compli- 
cations would -arise, because not having 
the government’s proper guarantee it couid 
not be accepted as a circulating mfredium. 

The government is doing all in its power 
to sustain the value of the paper, theaten- 
ing with severe penalties all who refuse 
to accept it on the same same basis with 
gold. The Spanish bank, with the assist- 
ance of the government, in order to uphold 
its paper, announced its willingness to ac- 
cept it in payment of drafts on Spain, but 
one of the local bankers—as 8 test case— 
solicited from the bank a draft on Spain 
for $15,000. The bank refused on the ground 
that it could not furnish bills to bankers 
who did not admit its paper in payment of 
their exchanges. By repudiating its own 
paper the bank has initiated a crisis in 
financial circles, which has upset the money 
nrarket, and, there is every reason to be- 
lieve, will end in a commercial panic. 

Many efforts are being made to avert 
disaster by inducing General Weyler to al- 
low the quotation on exchange of the paper 
currency, that everybody should Know its 
exact intrinsic value, but it seems, Weyler 
stands firm on his decree, and does not al- 
low the least variation of his orders, The 
result is that ever since then the stock 
and gold exchange has not done any opera- 
tions, and all quotations are considered 
nominal. 

On the other hand, all the bankers, in 
order to evade the penalties of Weyler’s 
decree, by refuging the acceptance of pa- 
per in payment-of drafts, have decided to 
close their exchange departments, alleging 
that they have no funds abroad to check 
against—except when they are offered gold 
in payment—then the drafts are furnished. 

The governor of the Spanish bank called 
a meeting of all the bankers three days 
ago to see how the financial difficulty could 
be solved, but no definite agreement was 
reacted, and the situation continues the 
same. As a natural conseqtience of this 
state of affairs the exportation of gold and 
silver is being carried on to a great extent, 
all the outgoing steamers carrying consid- 
erable quantities of the precious metals to 
Spain and the United States, this being at- 
tributed to the great distrust existing 
among the wealthy classes regarding fu- 
ture prospecis, which are not 
bright.

SAYS ENMITY CAUSED IT 


Was Acquitted by a Jury a Few Days 
Ago—Felt Confident All Along, 
He Says. 


The recent trial of Judge James K. Hines, 
at Sandersville, on the charge of larceny 
after trust has created a good deal of talk 
among the people ofthe state, owing to 
the prominence of Judge Hines. 

The charge against him was made while 
he was a candidate for the gubernatorial 
chair in 1894, and his recent acquittal and 
vintication once more’ bring the matter 
before the public. 

“During. my campaign for governor in 
1894,"" said Judge Hines yesterday, “I was 
charged in the public prints by Charles M. 
Tyson with misapplying funds belonging 
to Mrs, Addie S. Lawson, of Washington 
county. This charge was heralded in all 
the daily and weekly papers throughout 
the state. At the time-I replied to the 
same in the communication which appeared, 
if | remember correctly, only in the col- 
umns of The Constitution. 

“At the March term, 1896, of the Wash- 
ington superior court, 1 was indicted for 
this offense. I immediately demanded a 
trial, and the trial was refused. Uuder the 
law of this state [ spread my demand for 
a trial upon the minutes of that court, and 
under this law the state was compelled to 
give me a trial at the last term of the 
Washington supérior court or I would 
stand discharged. At the last term of this 
court I was tried and was acquitted by the 
jury at once. 

“IT made an investment for Mrs. Lawson, 
which, owing to the panic which came 
along shortly thereafter, -was lost to me, 
but owing to the fact that her husband and 
myself had been bosom friends for many 
years and in order that it might not be 
said that his children had lost by my bad 
management, I assumed, without legal lia- 
Hilitv, the payment of this amount so lost 
to the administrator of her estate and the 
guardian of her children. The charge and 
the indictment were the off-spring of the 
personal hatred of the prosecutor to me, 

‘T had no fear of the result from the be- 
ginning, and while it was unpieasant and 
annoying to have this charge made, I was 
absolutely confident of my ability to make 
a showing which would completely vindi- 
cate my honor and intergrity. The jury, 
composed largely of my political opponents, 
unanimously found that the charge was 
untrue and unfounded.”

The local government officials think they 
have captured the counterfeiter who has 
been operating on a large scale in Spald- 
ing county, near Griffin. 

The man suspected is Alonzo Wilson. He 
was brought before United States Com- 
missioner Broyles yesterday by Deputy 
United States Marshal] J. S. Whatley. 

The evidence was such that Judge 
Broyles bound the prisoner in $1,000 bond. 
As he was unable to raise the amount he 
was sent to the Fulton county jail where 
he now Is. 

A complete counterfeiting outfit was dis- 
covered in Wilson's trunk. It consisted of 
pens, ink, paints, glue, wire, acids, etc. The 
principal counterfeiting practiced in Spald- 
ing county consists in raising $1 bills to $10 
bills and $5 bills to $50 bills, ete. 

The direct charge on which Wilson was 
arrested‘is for altering a $2 bill to a $20 
bill. 

The counterfeit greenback was passed on 
J. T. Manley, of Griffin, a few days ago. 
The man who is charged with passing the 
counterfeit on Mr. Manley is Joe Killings- 
worth, who lives a short distance from 
Griffin. 

Wilson was boarding with the Killings- 
worths and it is supposed that he and Joe 
were confederates. Joe has escaped and 
has not been seen since the night that the 
troubl occurred. 

A few nfghts ago Wilson and Killings- 
worth went to Manley’s room and had a 
little game of poker, it is said. Manley 
was acting as banker for the game and 
he testified yesterday that Killingsworth 
asked for $5 worth of chips, and when they 
were handed him he gave the counterfeit 
$20 bill in payment. Manley says he re- 
turned $15 in chgnge, never suspecting that 
he was bing swindled. 

Wilson when put on the stand swore he 
knew nothing about the counterfeit money, 
but Secret Service Agent J. M. Wright 
produced the counterfeiting tools as evi- 
dence against him. 

The way the counterfeiting apparatus 
was discovered was related in the evi- 
dence. When Wilsin failed to pay his board 
the trunk was levitd on and opened. The 
counterfeiting apparatus was discovered 
and also several photographs and letters 
which identified the trunk as belonging to 
Wilson. 

Wilson admitted that the articles found 
in the trunk belonged to him, but said that 
they were used for working in gold wire 
and twisting the wire into names. 

A purse was also found in Wilson's trunk 
containing a counterfeit nickel. Several 
bills were also found that had been raised 
to higher denominations and some of the 
alterations had not been completed. This 
was considered sufficient evidence to de- 
mand a large bond and it was accordingly 
fixed at $1,000. 

Wilson is suspected of many other simi- 
lar offenses. He and his confederate are 


believed to have toed a great deal of 
spurious money upon the people of Spald-

DYNAMITERS CAUSE A PANIC. 


London in Fever\sof Excitement Over 
the Recent Arrests. 

New York, September 16.—A special cable 
dispatch to The Sun from London says 
that the consternation and -horror of the 
English people over the revelation of the 
dynamite conspiracy are more interesting 
than the latest disclosures of the plot it- 
self. If printers’ ink could produce.a panic, 
London would be on the verge of: nervous 
prostration after glancing at the columns 
of the usually solemn and unemotional 
public journals today, 

Never before have they so bristled with 
all the startling devices of sensational] 
journalism. The Daily Telegraph, for ex- 
ample, begins an almost panicky leading 
editorial thus: 

‘England learns today how appalling has 
been the danger from which she has been 
rescued. That there should have been a 
great dynamite conspiracy plotted in secret 
and silence by men who are enemies of the 
human race; that just at the moment when 
their plans were ripe, the police should have 
surprised and arrested the ringleaders, and 
that one of the men, the chief of the 
band, should be a criminal wanted for the 
last fourteen years, all these facts are 
elements in a story at once vivid, dramatic 
and terrible.” 

The same newspaper commences a many- 
columned account of the conspiracy with 
a great scare head, beginning fn the black- 
est letters ever used in its columns: “Great 
Dynamite Plot Against England.” 

All the newspapers in the country treat 
the matter in the same fashion. This will 
give some indication of the popular sensa- 
tion which has been created and which 
has distracted attention even from the 
critical horrors in the east that has raised 
public sentiment throughout “England to a 
high state of indignation. The sultan, in

There 
was no one tn the hall at the time as the 
young people had retired. 

After the shooting Dr. Ryder ran rapid- 
ly to the street, throwing his gun over the 
pickets into the McCoy grounds. Directly 
he was seen to enter his dental ‘office, and, 
some one following, discovered him in the 
act of drinking something from a phial, 
which afterwards proved to be morphine. 

Dr. Ryder then rushed violently into the 
street and ran rapidly in the direction of 
the old Pearson fish pond. A search party 
was quickly organized an@ after a little 
time he was found in an insensible con- 
dition, lying near the southern edge of the 
pond, bleeding from one or two stabs in- 
flicted by some sharp instrument about 
the region of the neck.

The regrft™!rs 
held their meeting first, indorsed McKinley 
and sent McKinley delegates to St. Louis, 
The lily whites indorsed no candidate and 
elected a mixed delegation. After a hard 
fight, the regulars were seated. 

While there has been no agreement, the 
object of the meeting of both conventions 
tomorrow is to come together if a compro- 
mise can be arranged, and make a con- 
certed effort to do something at the next 
election. It is argued that with their 
forces combined, with the loss to the 
regular democratic ticket of the gold demo- 
crats, who live principally in the towns, 
and the light vote in the country, oc- 
casioned by the fact that under the new 
constitution all voters must have regis- 
tered this year, and that the country regis- 
tration has been very light, the republican 
ticket will stand a better chance of success 
than it has done for eighteen vears, In 
addition to this, of late years the demo- 
crats have got out of the habit of voting 
at the general election, and if the repub- 
lican vote was polled it would be an un- 
pleasant surprise to them.

The members of the Philadelphia brigade, 
to the number of several hundred, under 
command of General John W. Frazier, 
reached the city at 11:30 o’clock a. m., in 
a special train over the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad. Among the prominent mem- 
bers of the party were Governor Hastings 
and staff, Mayor Warwick, President Miles, 
of the select council; President Hartman, 
of the common council, and nearly all of 
the members of both councils; General 
James A. Beaver and Archbishop Ryan. 

One of the pleasantest incidents of the 
trip occurred immediately after the arrival 
of the Philadelphians in the station.

Lewis, Captain John H. Lewis and other 
members of the Confederate Veterans As- 
sociation, of this city, met Pickett camp at 
the excursion train depot of the Pennsyl- 
Vania road. 

There was a warm welcoming and the 
grizzled men who wore the gray and the 
ladies accompanying them went at once to 
their hotels to remove the travel stains and 
get ready for the reunion. 

There was a large audience assembled in 
Central hall this afternoon when the hour 
of 2 o'clock approached and included in the 
gathering were prominent Grand Army 
men, members of the patriotte societies, 
many of the well-known confederate veter- 
ans and a number of ladies.

_ Dillingham says the amount is be- 
tween $5,000 and $6,000. Dillingham thinks 
that when Morris disappeared he took with 
him in cash from $1,000 to $2,000. The bal- 
ance he believes Morris lost speculating in 
cotton futures on his own account. He 
says the shortage of over a thousand dol- 
‘Jars occurred within a few days of Mor- 
ris’s flight. It could not have run for any 
tength of time without detection by Hub- 
bard, Price & Co. 

Suspicion was first aroused by the tele- 
yram forged in the name of the American 
National bank, which claimed there were 
$2,000 "at the bank to the firm’s credit. Be- 
sides this amount, Dillingham has ascer- 
tained, since his arrival here, that Morris 
was short another item of $2,000 and a third 
item of $1,000, smaller sums, his 
total shortage being at least $5,300. 

These sums represent money paid by 
Macon people to Morris as the representa- 
tive of Hubbard, Price & Co, to invest in 
ecotton.. They were patrons of the New 
York firm and paid the money to Morris 
over his counter in the office of the Postal 
Telegraph Company. It is said these pur- 
ties hold receipts from Morris which read 
to the effect that so many dollars were re- 
ceived from such a person to be transmit- 
ted over the wires of the Postal Telegraph 
Company to Hubbard, Price & Co. 
Dillingham has carefully ascertained the 
amount due ¢ach Macon patron because of 
Morris's crookedness and has settled with 
them. He says the firm could not afford to 
permit any of their patrons to. lose any- 
thing. It is not known if Hubbard, Price 
& Co. will ask the Postal to reimburse 
them for their losses by Morris. It is pre- 
sumed they will do. so, but neither Dil- 
lingham nor Judge Hugh Washington, 
Hubbard, Price & Co.’s attorney at Ma- 
con, will say anything on this feature of 
the ease. Dillingham says he has no idea 
where Morris is. Not the slightest trace of 
him has been discovered since his sudden 
disappearance a few weeks ago. 
Dillingham says Morris made from $150 
to $20 per month during the cotton season 
as their Macon agent. The season lasts 
about five or six months. 

In the odd months, of course, his earn- 
ings were not so_ large. In addition to this, 
he was paid $90 per month as the Postal's 
manager.

DEATH IN DRINKING WATER. 


A Physician Tells of a Prevalent Cause 
of Fever. 

In conversation with a distinguished phy- 
sician of this city yesterday he said that 
there were some cases of typhoid fever in 
the city, but not as many as there were a 
year ago. “It is a remarkable fact,” he 
said, ‘‘that in every case of fever I have had 
this year and last year, I have traced it to 
drinking water from a well. I am almost 
certain that 90 per cent of all fever cases in 
this city can be traced to this cause. The 


| well water in the city is very cold and very 
| eclear—in fact as clear as any water can be, 


and this deceives a great many people who 
use well water for drinking purposes. The 
properties that poison the water have the 
effect of clarifying it. Nevertheless the 
poison is in the water. The people ought to 
be warned against drinking well water. It 
is an easy matter to detect the poison, and 
I have never made an investigation of water 
where I had cases of fever that I uid not 
detect the causes of the disease: Some ac- 
tion ought to be taken to prevent the use 
of well water by our citizens.”’ ;

Jory Convicts Him of Stabbing and He 
Gets a Twelve Months’ Term. 


ASSAULTED WALTER RUTLEDGE 


Many Burglary Cases Were Disposed 
of in Judge Candler’s Court and 
the Docket Is Nearly Clear.

Sutton did not deny that he stabbed Rut- 
ledge, but asserts that the drunk man 
entered his home and insulted Mrs. Sut- 
ton. Sutton and Rutledge had been out 
all night and early in the morning they 
turned up at Sutton’s home, where the 
trouble occurred. 

Sutton ejected Rutledge and followed him 
to the yard, where he attacked him with 
a knife and dangerously cut Rutledge 
about the neck and head. Mr. W. H. Ter- 
rell defended Sutton and he amde a strong 
plea for his client. All of the parties reside 
near the Exposition cotton mills, 

Lee Gentle was fined $200 in the superior 
court for shooting at G. W. Guild several 
weeks ago. He was arraigned on a charge 
of assault to murder, but his offense was 
reduced and the court imposed the amount 
stated as above, the costs to be included. 

The shooing was done on-.August 12th, 
last. Gentle is a barkeeper and he had a 
dispute with Guild, a street car man, 
shooting at him. His offense was reduced 
to the charge of shooting at another.

Strikingly at variagcee with the pul- 
pit ravings of such narrow-minded theo- 
‘logians as Dr. McArthur and Bishop 
Newman, who have quit the Lord’s bus- 
ness to uphold the waning cause of 
Mark Hanna, is the simple, dignified and 
non-partisan tribute pronounced upon 
the common people by Dr. J. F. Carson, 
pastor of the Central Presbyterian 
church, of Brooklyn, lust Sunday. 

Without indulging in offensive 
thets or displaying aught of that spirit 
of intolerance which had so often pro- 
ceeded from the pulpit during the cam- 
paign which is now pending, this devout 
man of God, in the fervent plea that 
impressed everyone in his congregation, 
upheld the rights of the common people 
of America. 

To this populous element, he claimed, 
the nation was indebted not only for its 
security in time of war but also for 
that abiding patriotism which, in time 
of peace, is the sleepless guardian of its 
prosperity.

As to Arthur Sewail. 

Mr. James L. Smith, president of the 
Bryan Silver Club, at Oglesby, Tex.. 
writes to The Constitution to ask if Hon. 
Arthur Sewall, the democratic nominee 
for vice president, is president of a na- 
tional bank, president of the Marine Pro- 
tective Assocation, or has any connec- 
tion with a railroad corporation. Mr. 
Smith says in his letter that “both dem- 
ocrats and populists have confidence in 
the honesty and integrity of The Con- 
stitution, and for this reason” he asks 
for information in regard to such busi- 
bess connections of any nature that 
might concern the business standing of 
Mr. Sewall. 

The Constitution knows of Mr. Sewall, 
of Maine, as a prominent shipbuilder of 
Maine and as president of a national 
bunk. As to whether he is a member of 
a Marine Protective Association, we do 
pot know. As he is a shipbuilder, how- 
ever, it is probable that he may be a 
member of a,marine association, just as 
it is probable that a prominent farmer 
may be a member of the grange, or the 
alliance, or some association looking to 
the mutual benefit of agriculturists. We 
do not Know whether Mr. Sewall has any 
connection with a railroad: but for the 
sake of argument, admit that he has. 
The main thing that we know of Ar- 
thur Sewall is this: that for many years 
he has been in favor of the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver. He-has held 
this view and asserted it in the face of 
(the fact that he is a capitalist and the 
president of a national bank, and in the 
face of the fact that the public sentiment 
around -him has been and is violently in 
favor of the gold standard. The opposi- 
tion to Mr. Sewall that is based on his 
bank connection is both blind and ig- 
norant. The Constitution is of the opin- 
ion that Mr, Sewall’s position in favor 
of free coinage at a time when he had 
nothing. to gain by it but a good deal to 
lose, is as high a tribute as could be paid 
to the people’s cause. More than that, 
itis a tribute to his own earnestness and 
patriotism, and to his strength of char- 
acter. ; 

Some of the populist brethren have 
placed their opposition to Sewall on the 
ground that he is president of a national 
bank. But it is both foolish and unjust 
to insist that because a man is a na- 
tional banker he cannot be patriotic, or 
because a man has capital he must 
necessarily be opposed to the interests of 
the people and the sworn enemy of dem- 
ocratie principles. The populists who 
arm themselves with such an unjust ar- 
gument make an attack on the character 
and integrity of one of the brightest and 
most zealous leaders of their own party— 
Mr. H. W. Reed. of Georgia. 

It is true that Mr. Reed has recently 
resigned the position of president of the 
Brunswick National bank, but the fact 
remains that while he is a “capitallist,” 
and has money invested in a national 
bank, he is now managing the campaign 
of Hon. Thomas E. Watson. Is he to be 
denounced for these things and placed 
under the ban of suspicion?’ Mani- 
festly, such denunciation and such sus- 
picion would invite the disgust of all 
honest and patriotic men. 

The Constitution has been advocating 
the restoration of silver for nearly twen- 
ty years, and for a long part of 
that time Arthur Sewall, of Maine, 
has shown in various wavs. that 
he is . ardently. in favor of the 
financial principles on which the, people 
of this country base their hopes. That 
he has been unselfish and patriotic in 
his advocacy of free coinage ‘is a fact 
that admits of no question, and the fact 
that, as a banker and capitalist. he has 
taken a larger view of the question than 
the majority of national bankers—being 
Willing to sacrifice temporary gain and 
protit in order to restore prosperity to 
the toiling masses—is abundantly to his 
eredit. It should attract to his support 
every man who believes in the principles 
for which the democratic party is con- 
tending. 

If it could be shown that Mr. Sewall 
has all the business connections with 
which he has been eredited—and even 
more—the fact would only show that 
he holds his principles and his political 
convictions above and beyond the selfish 
considerations of business. When the 
people find a man of that kind, it is their 
duty to themselves to sustain him and 
hold up his hands. 

It is a very bad cause, indeed, that has 
to be sustained by throwing mud at a 
man who places his principles above 
the selfish considerations of personal 
gain: and we think that President James 
I. Smith, of the Bryan Silver Club, of 
Oglesby, Tex., will heartily eoincide 
with this view. 
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Why Such a Radical Change? 
Searcely three years have passed since 
Senator John M. Thurston, of Nebraska, 
who is now advocating the single gold 
standard with so much political venom, 
was counted as one of the most zealous 
friends of bimetallism in this country.

This is the 
demand of all who are connected with 
the campaign which the money power 
has instituted for the perpetuation of 
the slavery imposed upon the people and 
their resources by the gold standard, 
Not a day passes but the honest voters 
of the United States are not insulted by 
the demands of the Hanna syndicate for 
cash. 

The big bankers and bondholders in 
the neighborhood of Wall street and 
other financial centers have already con- 
tributed millions, but still they are asked 
for more. Now, what is the meaning of 
this constantly increasing demand for 
more money that comes up from those 
who are carrying om the campaign of 
the gold syndicate? Fortunately, Han- 
na, the chief bottle washer, has not left 
the people in doubt. Tle has insolently 
asserted that monev is all that is neces- 
sary to carry an election in the United 
States.

“T have nrade a careful study of the situ- 
ation,” said Senator Blackburn, of Ken- 
tucky, in a recent interview, “and I am 
thoroughly convinced that Bryan will be 
elected in November.

Senator Blackburn is a man of the peo- 
ple and one of the best campaigners in the 
United States. His views, therefore, on 
the democratic situafion are entitled to some 


weight. 


One of the most influential supporters of 
the democratic nominee in this campaign 
is Senator Murphy, of New York. On ac- 
count of a severe illness from which he has 
not yet entirely recovered, Senator Mur- 
phy has been unable to take a very active 
part in the campaign. Still he has been in 
communication with democrats all over 
the state and is doubtless as familiar with 
the situation as any one can possibly be. 

“I have been watching the political move- 
ment closely,” said he to a correspondent 
of The St. Louis Republic last Monday, 
“and I am confident that Mr. Bryan will 
be elected, and I expect to see him carry 
New York state. The republicans are do- 
ing the shouting now, but after the Buffalo 
convention has completed its work you 
will see a marked change in the situation.’ 

Referring to the non-committal attitude 
of Senator Fill iv regard to the Chicago 
ticket Senator Murphy gave it as his opinion 
that the democratic leader would soon de- 
clare himself on the side of the people. 

“Tl admire Senator Hill,"’ continued he, 
“and we are on the best of terms, news- 
paper reports to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. I shall always esteem him as one of 
my warnrest friends and look upon him as 
a really great leader. But he made a mis- 
take in going to Chicago with Mr. Whit- 
ney and his friends, and in that way iden- 
tifying himself directly with the goldbugs. 
The senator played good politics, though;

Touching upon other phases of the cam- 
paign, Senator Murphy proceeded:

“Mr. Bryan is a wonderful young man. 
He has the power of rousing enthusiasm. 
He is quite as magnetic as Blaine was. His 
next coming to New York wil be a tour of 
triumph.

He often used to come over to the senate 
cloakroom and chat with Senator Allen and 
myself. He is honest, earnest, industrious— 
a self-made man, and stainless in his 
personal record.” 

In regard to the use of boodle in the 
campaign, Senator Murphy said: 

“Of course we have not much to fall 
back on as compared with the big checks 
that Mr. Hanna reccives, but the people are 
tired of plutocratic rule and they will re- 
sent the introduction of so much money 
in the presidential canvass.

The Brookly Citizen draws the follow- 
ing parallel between Cleveland and Bene- 
dict Arnold: 

“Substantially the same motives have 
moved Cleveland that moved Benedict Ar- 
nold. The latter thought himself a bigger 
man than George Washington, and the 
former because so puffed up with flattery 
and self-conceit that he deemed himself un- 
jJustiy treated when democrats would not 
raise him to the pinacle occupied by Jeffer- 
son. Arnold was irtrusted with the de- 
fense of the strongholds of the Hudson, 
Which in the judgnrent ot the British would, 
if secured, give them complete ascendancy 
in the struggle.

I would be discharged, I spoke to several of 
the workmen whom 1 had overheard talk- 
ing republicanism. They seemed to think 
it was a grand scheme, and started in to 
enroll the men. They got thirty-tive names. 
Some held off, telling me they would rather 
walk the streets and beg than join a re- 
publican club and pledge thenrselves to 
support the ticket. 

“l was again approached Friday morn- 
ing by the same member of the firm, and 
enrollment blanks from the Denrocratic 
Honest Money League were given to me, 
requesting me to try and get the signatures 
of those who refused to join our McKin- 
ley club, together with names of the club 
names, Every man in the shop signed’ it, 
but I don’t know how manyrwill keep their 
piedge.’’

Governor Atkinson came up from Bruns- 
wick yesterday morning and spent the day 
in his office at the capitol. He did not talk 
at any length about the progress of the 
campaign, but in response to a question 
said: 

“TI am thoroughly satisfied with the out- 
look. The democrats from one end of the 
state to the other are earnestly at work, 
and if they keep it up until election day, 
as I believe, of course, they will, the re- 
sults wil be most gratifying. Georgia is 
sure to go on record with a spendid demo- 
cratic victory this year.’’ 

The governor left last night for Trenton. 
He addresses the people of Dade county 
there todry. 


Chzerman Clay was back at headquarters 
yesterday, and put in the busiest day im- 
aginable. He spent Tuesday in Canton and 
brought back good reports from Cherokee. 

“The outlook is very favorable there,” 
said he. “I find that many populists resent 
the nomination of Wright, and they are 
strongly against wiping out the local option 
law. The general report is that the men 
who are the genuine prohibitionists do not 
like to see the populist effort to ride into 
power at their expense, and will resent it at 
the polls, and that the populist leaders do 
not like Wright, because he has never de- 
clared himself a populist. I believe Chero- 
kee will be found all right and by a good 


+v“majority.” 


Chairman Clay expects to remain at head- 
quarters until the day of the state election. 
He necessarily has a great deal of work on 
his hands; very many letters to answer, 
speakers to supply, and has, as its execu- 
tive head, to give constant direction to the 
campaign. He is an ideal chairman, com- 
bining rare executive ability and good judg- 
ment with intense enthusiasm in his work. 
And he inspires his associates with the 
same enthusiasm.

Flon. Carter Tate was among vesterday’s 
callers at democratic headquarters.

These people will not go 
into the populist campaign on account of 
prohibition. North Georgia, where inde- 
pendentism and revublicanism flourish, is 
practically united for the democratic tick- 
et. I believe Governor Atkinson and the 
state ticket will be elected by at least 40,- 
000 majority.” 

Mr. duBignon was asked if it was true 
that the colored vote would be practically 
solid for Governor Atkinson. 

“IT think it will be,”’ he answered. “The 
populists have made scme very desperate 
and despicable attacks on Governor At- 
kinson. They have distributed circulars 
and pictures through the state among the 
negroes. This has enabled the governor to 
reply and he has come back with his an- 
swers with great effect.

on the money question.”

“In many sections of Georgia the people 
are anxious to see Hon. R. U. Hardeman 
elected governor two years from now. Dick 
Grubb, of The Darien Gazette, says that 
in his opinion General C. A. Evans will be 
elected governor without opposition in 1898. 
A dashing young statesman by the name 
of Steve Clay may also be a conspicuous 
figure in tnat campaign.”’

Mr. Wrylly J. Donovan, of Wadley, Ga, 
who is well known in Atianta, Was at 
cidentally killed at his home yesterday by 
a pistol shot. He married Miss Katie

The news of the tragedy comes inthe fol 
lowing telegram, which was received last 
night: 

Wadley, Ga., September 16.—(Special}-

Donovan, a member of the firm of Evans

ASE IN TAX CAUSES A VIGOROUS PROTEST 


‘New Building Estimated To Cost $25,-. 


000 and Will Be Begun in a 
Short While. 


The old county courthouse that for more 
than seventy years has marked the county 
seat of DeKalb, will be torm down and a 
new temple of justice erecteal on the site, 

In order to accemplish this change the 
ecunty commissioners have levied a special 
county tax for the purposeeof raising a fund 
of $25,000. 

The special tax has met with the approval 
of many citizens ot the qounty, and at the 
same time it has met with a vigorous pro- 
test from several hundred taxpayers. 

The proposed change was made several 
years ago, and in order to test the matter 
aD election on the question of the issuance 
of bonds was called The bond issue was 
yoted down by the people, and since that 
time nothings further has been done toward 
securing a new courthouse, 

A few days ago the bvard of county com- 
missoners of DeKalb county met and levied 
the special tax, making the state ang coun- 
ty rate about $1.35, which is 30 cenis per 
hundred more than is collected by Fulton 
county. 

This raise caused a division among the 
taxpayers, and while there are many who 
stated they would willingly pay the in- 
erease, there were many others who vclaim- 
ed that thesrate Was excessive and burcen- 
some, and made the statement thet they 
would fight the proposed change, 

The object of the commission.in making 
the special levy is to raise $25,000, all of 
which will be expended upon the new build- 
ing. The old courthouse is in a very @api- 
dated condition, and the building scems al- 
most ready to crumble beneath its own 
weight. The building has been the cé@nter 
of the public square at Decatur for more 
than seventy years, and is one of the vldest 
landmarks in this part of the state. 

Modern Building Wanted.a 

The commissioners desire a modern and 

substantial building that will accommodate 


~all the various departments of the county. 


The present building was erected when De- 
Kalb county was sparsely inhabited and its 
citizens were poor. The building «ut that 
time was large enough for all demands, and 
within its walls was room for all the coun- 
ty officers. 

DeKalk county is now one of the wealth- 
jest counties in the state, and ranks in order 
among the largest and best.- The business 
of the county has greatly increased within 
the last few years, and there is not even 
room for the tax receiver’s and the sheriil's 
offices. At last session of the grand jury 
that bedy was not able to held its sessions 
in the courthouse, and a nzall in the Ma- 
sonic building was rented for the purpose. 

The county commissioners have heen qui- 
éetly looking into. the matter for some time, 
and although the bond issue was voted 
down by the people at the election called 
shout three years ago, they had not giv. 
up their idea of having a modern court- 
house, 

The proposed building is to cost $25,000 and 
will be a model courthouse in every detail of 
construction. The building will be of stone 
and krick and the floors are to be laid in 
stone and marble tiling and the interior is 
to be fitted up in the latest and most ap- 
proved manner. When the new. building is 
ecmpleted the property immediately sur- 
rounding the public square will probably be 
sold and used fer residences, as the busi- 
ness part of the town does not reach as fur 
as the square. Other improvements are 
biomised tu follow the new courthouse. 

The Need Said To Be Urgent. 

Colonel Milton A. Candler, who is attor- 
ney of the county of DeKalb, stated yes- 
terday that the proposed improvement was 
urgent and the need for a new buiiding 
Was exceedingly pressing. 

“The present building.’’ said 
about seventy years old. It was first 
built when DeKalb county was Henry 
county. In 1842 the building was destroyed 
by fire, but the walls were repaired and 
added to, making the present building. 

“The county officers ‘have no room for the 
transaction of their business and the sher- 
iff and county tax receiver have to go 
about from place to place without having 
any desk room or cabinet for the filing 
of their papers. The valuable books of 
the county lie about on the floors and the 
Papers are scattered about in a disorderly 
Manner. I believe that a portion of the 
alleged shortage of Mr. Mason was due 
to the disorder of the office.”’ 

The tax rate last year was $1.10, the same 
@as it was in Fulton county, and the in- 
Crease has caused much comment among 
those who oppose the action of the com- 
missioners. 

While there are but few who deny the 
need of a new courthouse, there are many 
Who censure the action of the commis- 
sioners, it is said, because the people had 
voted down the issue of bonds at one time 
and now believe that the commissioners 
Should not have taken this action without 
conferring with the people upon the mat- 
ter. 

The levy will doubtless be insisted upon 
by the commissioners, and it is said that 
work on the new building will be started 
aS soon as the old building can be wreck- 
ed and the ground prepared for the new 
foundation.

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Prisoner Who Told the Jailers of a Plot 
To Escape Is Rewarded, 


WAS GIVEN A SHORT SENTENCE 
He Refused To J oin Delk and the Des- 
perate Men in Their Plot To 
Escape. 


Will Billings was rewarded in the superior 
court, yesterday, for his effort to save the 


life of the jailers at the county prison sev- 


eral weeks ago. He was given a short sen- 


tence upon being convicted of stabbing John . 


Hoffman, whereas he might have got a 
long term in the penitentiary but for his act 
in defense of the failers, 

It will be remembered that several weeks 
ago a big plot to break jail was discovered 
just in time to prevent its accomplishment 
and the delivery of many of the most des- 
perate prisoners in the institution. It was 
claimed that Tom Delk and other dangerous 
men were in the plot and that they intended 
to decoy the jailers into the prison depart- 
ment and then attack and kill them, if 
necessary, to escape. 

Billings was confined in the prfSon at that 
time and he heard of:the plot being formed. 
Instead of joining in the scheme to break 
jail, Billings held aloof and determined to 
inform the jail officers of what was going 
on, At the first opportunity he sent word to 
Mr. Eubanks and Assistant Jailer Cohen 
that Delk and ofhers intended to assault 
them and escape at the first opportunity. 
The information confirmed the suspicion of 
the officers, which had already arisen, and 
the plot was frustrated in time. The jail 
officers and Sheriff Barnes felt grateful 
for the message sent them by Billings, and 
they determined to ask the court to extena 
him mercy when his case came to trial. 

Yesterday Billings was put on trial in 
Judge Candler’s court on a charge of as- 
sault to murder. John Tloffman, a Broad 
srteet saloon man, was the plaintiff in the 
case. The charge was reduced to one of 
stabbing, and Judge Candler reduced the 
usual sentence for that offense, sending Bil- 
lings to the chaingang for only six months 
or fining him $50. The case was an inter- 
esting one and it occupied considerable 
time of the session. The alleged crime was 
committed in May, 1895, but Billings evaded 
arrest until a few weeks ago, when he was 
captured and lodged in jail.

Just what grounds the Atlanta lawyers 
based their allegations on are not known, 
but it is supposed that the very 
similar to that up before Judge Lumpkin 
Monday. He declined to interfere in the 
matter and refused to grant a petition for 
injunction restraining the Metropolitan 
Trust Company from selling the securities. 
The Atlanta court decided that it had no 
jurisdiction in the matter and upon the 
announcement of Judge Fumpkin’s de- 
cision, several attorneys started for New 
York to prevent the sale there if possible. 

Telegrams were received yesterday from 
the metropolis stating that the case had 
been considered by a judge in New York 
and. that a restraining order had been 
granted, preventing the sale of the securi- 
ties by the Metropolitan Trust Company 
until the case could be heard. An injune- 
ion was granted and the sale was dechred 
off.

Roads Will Lose Heavily. 


This cut of 14 cents per 100 pounds means 
7 cents a bale to the railroads, or 
$700,000 on 1,000,000 bales. How great a total 
actual loss to the roads would be if the 
War were to continue through the cotton 
carrying season cannot well be approxi- 
mated, but it would be an enormous sum. 
The planters may get the benefit of a part 
of this, for it is more than \% of a cPni a 
pound.
